13. The method of claim 1 wherein the first firequency spectrum associated with the 
first portion of the seismic txaces corresponding to the first window is generated using either Fast 
Fourier Transform, Cosine Correlation Transform, or Wavelet Transform. 

14. The method of claim 1 wherein the second firequency spectrum associated with the 
second portion of the seismic traces corresponding to the second window is generated using either 
Fast Fourier transform. Cosine Correlation Transform, or Wavelet Transform. 

15. The program storage device of claim 5 wherein the first fi-equency spectrum 
associated with the first portion of the seismic traces corresponding to the first window is generated 
using either Fast Fourier Transform, Cosine Correlation Transform, or Wavelet Transform.
